6. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for payment of town debt. 

7. To bring in your ballot upon each of the questions sub- 
mitted by the Convention to revise the Constitution relative to 
the amendments proposed by said eonyentlon at a session held 
on January 28, 1921. 

8. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore said meeting.

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School Report. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Sanbornton: 


In conformity with the Educational Law passed by the legis- 
lature of 1919, the state was divided into supervisory districts. 
Franklin, Hill and Sanbornton were united into one district and 
I had the honor of being elected as the superintendent. 

The requirements of the new State Board created by the law 
were first, the provision for certified teachers and secoud, proper- 
ly provided school buildings. ‘The matter of securing and keep- 
ing teachers satisfactory to ourselves and meeting the state re- 
quirements has been a vexing one but we have been fortunate in 
retaining many of the older experienced teachers and the number 
of changes in the teaching force has been less than in many towns 
The matter of sufficient window space for lighting and of sanitary 
toilets were the first requirements for accepted buildings and 
changes were made at the Chapel, Square, Calef Hill, Hunkins, 
and Bay schools to meet these requirements. 

The number of pupils at the New State school falling off at 
the end of the Fall term owing to removal, that school was closed 
and the pupils remaining were sent to the school in Hill. 

There being sufficient number of pupils in the Calef Hill dis- 
trict that school was opened in September and to solve the matter 
of transportation and at the urgenc request of the parents of the 
district, the Gaza school was opened in October, while the North 
Sanbornton school has been closed owing to the moving away of 
the pupils. There are now six schools with an enrollment of 
about sixty-five pupils carried on by the town. 

~The work of the superintendent has been to find out the 
equipment of the schools, to learn what work has been done in the 
past, the apparent needs for better work and to supply these needs 
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gradually. After teachers have been secured, working material 
has been supplied in the line of books, supplies, busy work, ete. 
A course of study based upon the State Program of studies has 
been given the teachers and a grading of pupils has been attempt- 
ed and partially completed. The present work of the superinten- 
dent is by frequent visits, to assist the teachers to carry out the 
course of study adopted, to eliminate the non-essentials and to 
emphasize the essentials to be taught, to encourage and build up 
the teachers, to be sympathetic and constructive rather than des- 
tructive in his criticisms, to secure the harmonious working to- 
gether of parent pupil and teacher and through all these ways to 
get better results. | 

A requiremeut of the State Board that a physical examina- 
tion of each pupil in the state shall be made annually, our pupils 
have been examined by physicians whose examinations have re- 
vealed defective teeth, cases of enlarged tonsils and of adenoids as 
well as finding several unvaccinated pupils. Cards were sent 
home to the parents calling attention to the defects found and in 
many cases the defects have been remedied. A sound body is 
essential to a sound mind and an examination of boys and girls of 
school age shows the presence of possibly uususpected troubles at 
a period when they can be most easily and permanently cured, 

At the close of the school year in July, a graduation exercise 
wus held in the town hall and eight pupils who had completed 
very satisfactorily the work of our schools were given diplomas 
of graduation. Six of these graduates have entered near-by high 
schools. ; 

During the coming summer I would recommend that additional 
windows be added to the Bay and Chapel schools to meet the 
state’s requirements and that these buildings be painted inside at 
least. A new floor is also greatly needed at the Chapel school, 

In couclusion I wish to express my appreciation of the spirit 
in which I have been met by the teachers and the parents and for 
loyal support given.me by the School Board.
